BEAUTY IN PRACTICAL FORM 


Roadside Fruit Trees Produce an A n ­ 
nual 
Revenue of $800 to 
the Mllat 


W h ere the roadside fruit trees are 
m ost successfully grown and the con­ 
ditions are more favorable, the 
Ta­ 
tu m from the fruit which is gathered 
by the public authorities and sold at 
auction, has reaohsd $600 to the mile. 
W here the yield Is only lair It Is nev­ 
ertheless well worth w hile as a source 
of Income. 
In addition to this m oney return the 
roads are made extrem ely attractive. 
In the spring they are lined for long 
stretch es with trees oovsrsd 
with 
blossom s. 
In the sum m er and esp e­ 
cially in the fall, the fruit grow lug and 
ripening is nearly as Interesting and 
attractive ss the blossom s of spring. 
And mil through the season for foli­ 
age the highw ay trees are nearly as 
useful a s any other trees would be 
for shade. 
It is true that pears, apples, plums 
and cherries do not grow on trees 
which attain such dim ensions as 
the 
finest maples and elm s which shade 
Am erican streets and roads and nom e 
fruit trees are too short lived 
to 
be available. 
That Is 
em phatically 
true of the peach. 
But in this coun­ 
try the well-shaded country road is 
the 
exception, not Ute rule. 
By far 
the 
greater 
part 
of 
the 
typical 
American highway is devoid of shade 
trees. 
In every such case to plant and care 
for fruit trees, preferably apple trees 
because th ey grow to large size and 
because th ey have thick, fine poliage 
which they retain until late In 
the 
fall, would be clear gain. 
It would 
not be a substitution but an addition 
of great Interest and value.

A lw ays keep all decaying leaves and 
flowers closely cropped. 
They sr# a 
u seless drain upon th e plant. 
N ever 
drop them upon the surface of 
the 
soil. 
They are unsightly, and form 
a hiding place for insects. 
Som e of the cacti, the agave and 
other subtropical plants require 
rest 
during the winter, and should only 
have water to prevent drying. 


M unicipal L aun dry. 
Cincinnati has recently

municipal 
domestic 
laundry 
where 
poor wom en of the tenem ent districts 
may take the family clothing and do 
their own washing with the aid of th* 
m ost up to date machinery. 
Thus all 
the modern laundry m echanism s are 
brought within reach of the poorest 
fam ilies. 
The equipment Includes enough pow­ 
er washers, driers and electric irons 
to accom m odate 600 family w ashings 
each week and the city Is preparing 
to build more laundries of like nature 
T h e Idea originated with the Board of 
Health, w hich was quick to recognize 
the sanitary advantages derived from 
rem oving clothes w ashing operations 
from the living and sleeping rooms of 
the ten em en t dwellers.— Popular Me­ 
chanics.

B R E A D P U D D IN G S . 


Bread pudding is not on# to be de­ 
spised, for it is both wholesome and 
appetizing when well made, and outs 
always feels so virtuous when som e­ 
thing good is m ade out of m aterial 
that many throw away. T he following 
are a few of the many good ones to 
try: 


Bread Crumb Pudding.— Soak half 
a pint of bread crum bs in one pint of 
sw eet milk; 
add th e yolks of two 
eggs, half a cup 
of 
sugar, a 
table­ 
spoonful of butter and any flavoring 
desired. 
Mix well and add a few 
raisins and bake 
one hour. 
Cover 
with a meringue, using the whites of 
th* eggs and sugar. 
Bake a light 
brown. 
Chocolate 
Bread 
Pudding.—Scald 
two cults of milk and pour over two 
cups 
of 
bread 
crum bs; 
melt 
one 
square of chocolate over hot water. 
Dip out a little of the milk, add to the 
chocolate with a third of a cup of 
sugar. 
Add an egg, beaten; add the 
crumbs and 
flavoring 
desired 
and 
bake in a m oderate oven thirty m in­ 
utes. 
Serve warm with a sauce made 
by creaming a half cup of butter and 
adding a cup of sugar and flavoring 
to taste. 
Queen of Puddings.— Mix together 
a pint of milk and a pint of bread 
crum bs and a cup of sugar, the yolks 
of two eggs, a tablespoonful of incited 
butter and the rind of a lemon. 
Bake 
slowly a half hour, then remove and 
spread with jam, jelly or preserves, 
and cover with a m eringue made of 
the whites of the eggs, a half cup of 
sugar and the Juice 
of the 
lemon. 
Cover the pudding and brown. 
Serve 
with or without cream. 
A Delicious Bread Pudding.— Butter 
several slices of bread and lay in th* 
bottom of a baking 
dish; pour 
any 
stewed sauce, like prunes, peaches or 
canned fruit, then another layer of 
bread, and bak* with or without a 
meringue.

My first experience of the fearless­ 
ness of the California bird came to me 
at second hand, writes a correspond­ 
ent of Suburban Life.
